Traders consider legal action

Two traders booted out of 
Kingston Market Place be¬ 
cause their stalls did not fit in 
with redevelopment plans are 
considering legal action 
against their eviction. 

David Wilson and Angela 
Lassiter were left in tears at 
the end of trading on Monday, 
when town centre managers 
Kingstonfirst changed the 
locks to their stalls, which they 
have operated for a combined 
45 years. 

The pair were among three 
traders given a month to close 
their businesses before work to 
convert the 12th century site 
into a hot and cold food market 
begins in September. 

They were told the planned 
revamp left no room for Mr 
Wilson’s CD and DVD stall or 
for Mrs Lassiter’s greetings 
card business. 

Despite applying for an ex¬ 
tension to continue trading be¬ 
yond Monday’s eviction date, 
both were informed on Satur¬ 
day afternoon they would have 
to leave as planned. 

A third trader, Lorna Herne, 
who had sold watches since the 
early 80s, left the market over 
the weekend. 

But Mr Wilson, 73, and Mrs 


Lassiter, 51, are refusing to go 
as quietly, and are speaking to 
solicitors about how to chal¬ 
lenge the decision. 

Mr Wilson, who has been at 
the market for 35 years, said: 
“At its most simple, I’m ex¬ 
tremely disappointed in their 
attitude. I would have expected 
better from an organisation 
that acts in the interests of 
local people and businesses.” 

Solicitor Roger Sceats, acting 
on behalf of Mr Wilson, said: “I 
think he has a very important 
case. His livelihood depends 
on it, and when you’re ending 
somebody’s employment like 
that there is a due process and 
in my view they haven’t dealt 
with it properly. 

“When you’ve been there for 
so many years with nobody 
minding you have a reasonable 
expectation to continue. 


“If you’re a taxi driver, you 
renew your licence every year 
and as long as you don’t have 
any traffic offences they can’t 
sack you just because they 
don’t like the colour of your 
car. I believe that should be the 
case for market traders.” 

A Kingstonfirst spokeswom¬ 
an said: “We felt there was no 
grounds for an extension. 

“This isn’t about the regener¬ 
ation of the market place - this 
is about our aspiration to make 
the market the best it can be. 

“We have made a decision 
and we want to move on with 
getting the intended mix of 
stalls.” 

“These traders have been of¬ 
fered the opportunity to con¬ 
tinue trading at the Ancient 
Market with a new product 
offer or to trade from the Fair- 
field Monday Market.”

The former lead member for 
children and young people at 
Kingston Council has 
spoken of the “brutal” 10 
months that led to her leaving 
the post. 

Councillor Patricia Bamford 
stepped down on Wednesday, 
after a year that saw her face 
numerous calls to resign in 
the wake of last summer’s 
damning Ofsted report into 
the borough’s child protection 
services. 

After several more high-pro¬ 
file failings were made public, 
council leader Councillor 
Derek Osbourne finally reas¬ 
signed Coun Bamford as lead 
member for better homes - 
previously held by the late 
Councillor Frances Moseley. 

Speaking before Wednes¬ 
day’s annual council meeting, 
when her switch was made

official, Coun Bamford said: 
“That feedback meeting on 
the Ofsted report in June was 
brutal, and that brutality has 
carried on for another year. 

“I recognise it had taken its 
toll and my family had no¬ 
ticed it as well. 

“I would not have done this 
a year ago. There was a job to 
be done, and if I make a mess I 
like to clear it up. 

“It happened on my watch 
and I would not have wanted 
to walk away, but I am much 
more confident about leaving 
now because I know things 
have turned round in a very 
good way. 

“There is much better ac¬ 
countability and supervision, 
and I’m more confident about 


things being in place.” 

Coun Bamford also hit back 
at opposition Conservatives 
who had repeatedly accused 
her of failing to properly chal¬ 
lenge officers’ advice. 

She said: “I did challenge. I 
challenge things all the time - 
ask Nick Whitfield [director 
of children’s services], he’ll 
tell you that.” 

Coun Osbourne said: “It is 
unfortunate that the safe¬ 
guarding children’s boards 
are so confidential and we 
can’t always share the 
progress being made. But the 
progress is real, and Tricia 
has led on that. 

“She has been doing what I 
asked her to do, which is get¬ 
ting this improvement pro¬ 
gramme started. 

“But from my point of view I 
have got a very proactive and 


professional senior colleague 
who has been under constant 
pressure for a long time and 
she deserves a break. 

“The decision to change the 
portfolio was mine and done 
for concern, not just for the 
service but also for my col¬ 
league - it has nothing to do 
with the Conservatives or 
Labour.” 

Councillor Howard Jones, 
leader of Kingston’s Conser¬ 
vatives, said: “While the Lib 
Dems will undoubtedly hope 
that Councillor Bamford’s 
resignation will create a

Late night bar levy dropped 


Kingston Council will not im¬ 
pose a late-night charge on 
pubs, bars and off-licences that 
serve alcohol after midnight. 

The council’s licensing com¬ 
mittee decided on Thursday 
there was no need to introduce 
a “late night levy” on the bor¬ 
ough, which would have seen 
premises supplying alcohol be¬ 
tween midnight and 6am hav¬ 
ing to pay an additional fee to 
cover the cost of night policing. 

Committee chairwoman 
Councillor Chrissie Hitchcock 
said councillors were put off 
by the fact the levy - which 
would have been applied 


across the borough - would 
be split 70/30 between the 
Mayor’s Office of Policing and 
Crime (Mopac) and Kingston 
Council. How much of Mopac’s 
share went to police in 
Kingston was unclear, Coun 
Hitchcock explained. 

She said: “Our problem was 
we would not get much of the 
70 per cent from the police, and 
probably be left out of pocket 
by the administration of it. 

“We also thought it would be 
detrimental to businesses out¬ 
side of the town centre. 

“Pubs are already closing at a 
high rate.”

The company that owns the Ben- 
talls store plans to build an exclu¬ 
sive arts quarter with 97 
riverside flats, creating a major 
new public square north of John 
Lewis. 

Fenwick has applied for plan¬ 
ning permission to build two 11- 
and 10-storey blocks between 
John Lewis and Canbury Gar¬ 
dens, with a restaurant and an 
art gallery. 

The flats will have balconies 
and communal rooftop gardens, 
27 car parking spaces and spaces 
for 97 bicycles or motorbikes. 
There will also be a public square 
with access to the riverside. 

But residents have criticised 
the lack of publicity around the 
project and the lack of affordable 
housing. 

Marilyn Mason, a resident of 
Lower Ham Road, said: “There 
was a public meeting, which was 
very badly publicised, and conse¬ 
quently I do not think anybody 
from Canbury Area Residents’ 
Association committee went 
there.” 

Fenwick applied to build a 23- 
storey development on the same 
site in summer 2011 but, after op¬ 
position to its height during a 
public consultation at the Can¬ 
bury pavilion, the project was 
redesigned. 

There were also calls for afford¬ 
able housing from those who at¬ 
tended the meeting. 

But a confidential report de¬ 
clared the site unsuitable for af¬ 
fordable housing. 

The company has offered to 
contribute to social housing else¬ 
where in the borough. 


Zac Goldsmith, MP for Rich¬ 
mond Park, said: “With projects 
this significant, any responsible 
developer would want to involve 
the wider community, hold nu¬ 
merous drop-in consultations 
and public meetings, and I very 
much hope that happens.” 

James Anning, head of the in¬ 
structors at TS Steadfast, the 
Kingston branch of the Sea Cadet 
and Marine Cadet organisation, 
said: “That part of the river is, in 
the evenings, a bit dodgy. It is 
dark.

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Parents ‘surprised’ at 
drug addict service

There are no plans to move a 
needle exchange from Surbiton 
Health Centre despite criticism 
from the chief executive of a 
drugs charity. 

Parents at Lime Tree Primary 
School, which shares the site, 
have expressed surprise upon 
learning about the service for 
recovering drug addicts. 

Martin Blakebrough, chief ex¬ 
ecutive of Kaleidoscope, which 
used to run drugs services in 
Kingston, criticised the decision 
for a lack of proper planning. 

He said: “The stupid thing about 
Surbiton Health Centre is it is not 
well located. 

“The commissioners do not un¬ 
derstand a lot of people with drug 
problems do not have cars. 

“If you are not near where you 
can get home and want your fix, 
you are going to inject around 
those services. 

“If you put a needle exchange in 
a difficult place to get to you are 
going to maximise the problem. 
We were opposite a school and it 
was a secondary school. 

“The new centre has several 
primary schools around it, which 
by Home Office guidelines is 
unacceptable.” 


A spokeswoman for the 
Kingston clinical commissioning 
group said: “We can categorically 
say there are no plans to remove 
the needle exchange services 
from Surbiton Health Centre, 
and in fact these services 
are widely available for the 
community.” 

Dr Jonathan Hildebrand, direc¬ 
tor of public health and chairman 
of the strategic partnership for 
alcohol and drugs, said: “We have 
a responsibility to provide these 
services for residents. 

“There are a small number of 


people accessing substance mis¬ 
use services at Surbiton Health 
Centre and many people already 
access these services in a range of 
locations across the borough. 

“We are committed to working 
with the service providers at 
the centre and with Lime Tree 
Primary School to address any 
concerns.” 

Councillor Malcolm Self, a 
governor of Lime Tree Primary 
School, said Shan and Newman 
pharmacies in Ewell Road 
already offered needle exchange 
services.

Castle Hill Primary School in 
Chessington has invited bids 
from outside companies to run 
the Moor Lane swimming pool 
months after telling parents 
not to try to save the pool. 

The winning bidder will pay 
for refurbishing the pool and 
for maintaining it in the future. 

The resulting construction 
should conform to the Govern¬ 
ment’s Sport England require¬ 
ments, the school said. 

Last October, as hirers of the 
pool started a petition to try to 
prevent its closure, the school 
sent text messages to parents 
asking them not to sign. 

The school had said there 
was no money available to con¬ 
tinue running the pool. 

Under the new plans neither 
Castle Hill nor Kingston Coun¬ 
cil will provide funding for the 
project, according to the 
school’s appeal for bids. 

Andy Down, director of 
Splish Splash Swim School, 
had previously expressed in¬ 
terest in the pool. 

He said: “It is positive the 
school is looking to keep it 
open, but it is disappointing 
this was not done earlier. 


“When the school first said it 
was struggling to keep it going 
we offered to sit down with 
them.” 

He said he had his “fingers 
crossed” he could get 
involved. 

Chessington councillor Patri¬ 
cia Bamford said: “It is good 
the school wants to carry on 
managing the pool site and it is 
keen to get people to bid to re¬ 
store the pool. They are being 
supported by the council.” 

Fellow Chessington council¬ 
lor Andrew Day said: “If it is 
going ahead I am fully in 
favour of the pool staying open 
- it is definitely needed in this 
part of the borough.” 

Colin Punch, chairman of 


the Chessington District Resi¬ 
dents’ Association, said the 
tender process was a positive 
step. 

He said: “It is something the 
community really needs 
around here. 

“It is really part of the com¬ 
munity because my daughter 
first started to swim there and 
lots of children have learned to 
swim there. 

“I just hope, when it is built, 
the cost to go in there is not too 
much.” 

It was recently announced 
that primary schools in the 
borough will be awarded 
money from a £150m Govern¬ 
ment pot to improve their 
sports provision.

What the well-dressed 
kitchen is wearing now 


Spend on kitchen trends that will last 



Cluttered work spaces are so yesterday say the property experts 


The kitchen is the room that 
is most likely to be changed 
by new home owners. And 
that puts vendors in a 
difficult position. Do they 
update the kitchen before 
selling? If they do, they are 
unlikely to increase the value 
of the property by the 
amount that they have spent. 
But if they don’t, does it 
detract from the merits of the 
rest of the house? 

Bill Spreckley of Stacks 
Property Search says: “When 
it comes to kitchens, I would 
advise vendors to concentrate 
on layout rather than 
content. Look at how you 
could knock it through to 
other rooms to open it up into 
a large living space; and look 
at how it interacts with the 
garden. 

“Talk to planners; draw up 
plans, establish costs, get 


artists impressions. That’s 
where your money will be 
best spent. But I wouldn’t 
advise spending money 
beyond a really good repair, 
tidy and paint job. As buying 
agents, if we walk into a 
kitchen that’s had £50,000 
recently thrown at it, we 
immediately consider 
reducing the bid. 

“The difficulty with 
kitchens is that they date so 
quickly. What’s cutting edge 
one year is available in all 
good DIY shops the following 
year, and by the year after 
that there’s a new trend, a 
new must-have material, and 
the three year old kitchen 
looks dated. 

He says the best kitchens 
are bordering on utility. They 
tend to last longer than 
anything that tries to be 
decorative or clever. Neutral 


colours for floors, work 
surfaces and cupboards; 
workmanlike handles; 
concentrate on ergonomics 
and lighting. Think 
professional kitchen . If you 
want to add character and 
colour, play with the walls, 
free-standing furniture and 
accessories that don’t cost too 
much to replace when the 
trend swerves. 

According to him the 
kitchen trends that will last 
feature: 

- Agas, amazingly, 
considering the cost of fuel. 
Place them centrally so they 
disseminate base heat to 
kitchen and surroundings 

- Breakfast bar - they have 
endured decades and aren’t 
going away 

- (Space for) enormous 
fridge - once you’ve had one, 
there’s no going back 


- Built in essential gadgets 
such as espresso machine 
(cluttered work space is so 
yesterday) 

- Wall-mounted TV - we 
spend more time in our 


kitchens than anywhere else 

- Separate utility/boot/dog 
room. (Possibly the old 
kitchen once you’ve built the 
extension) 

- Boiling water dispenser. 


Kettles = clutter. 

- Concealed cupboards 

- Integrated recycling 

- Reclaimed and natural 
materials 

- Subdued neutral colours

Practice makes perfect when parking 



So many drivers find parking 
difficult that road safety 
charity the Institute of 
Advanced Motorists has 
issued some guidelines on 
how they can improve their 
techniques. 

IAM chief examiner Peter 
Rodger said: “Parking is now 
a staple part of the L-test, 
and it can be quite surprising 
to see how often people 
struggle with it, and see the 
task as particularly stressful. 

“It’s important that you 
take your time and don’t 
succumb to pressure by other 
drivers around you when you 
are parking - it’s far better to 
do it right than to do it 
quickly. 

“Practice is the real key - if 
you do it often you should be 
able to do it well.” 

Mr Rodger said that if you 
follow these tips it will make 
it easier for you to park. 


■ Park on the left-hand side 
of the road if possible - make 
it always if it’s at night. 

■ In a car park you should 
reverse into parking spaces - 
this will make it safer when 
you’re driving out and more 
fuel efficient as you’ll be 
manoeuvring with a warm 
engine. Also, it’s easier to 
steer into a small space 
backwards rather than 
forwards - steering 
effectively with the rear 
wheels is better for 
manoeuvring. 

■ If reversing into a space, 
try to start by manoeuvring 
the car so that the space is 
straight behind you - the less 
turning you have to do 
backwards, the easier most 
people find it to judge. 

■ Some buildings have 


signs saying to park nose in, 
because of where air intakes 
are for the ventilation and 
where car exhaust pipes will 
be when parked backwards - 
look for the signs so you don’t 
gas the occupants! 

■ Car sides are often not 
straight, so watch other 
things than just the car next 
to you when lining up in a 
space. 

■ A higher seating position 
inside the car makes it easier 
to manage knowing where 
the corners are when in a 
tight space. 

■ Use your mirrors as 
well as looking over your 
shoulder to check how close 
to things you are, and how 
straight your vehicle is. And 
there’s no shame in peering 
out of an open window to get 


a better look. 

■ At the supermarket, try 
and park away from trolley 
parks and corners to avoid 
your car being damaged. 

■ Think about which bit of 
the car you need access to 


when you get back to it - so if 
you have heavy items to lift 
into the boot, park so it is 
easily accessible. 

■ When reversing in a 
space, the rear wheels are the 
point where a car ‘pivots’, so 


watching where they are 
relative to the corner of a 
wall/other car is really 
useful. Once they are past the 
corner, the way you steer 
relative to it to avoid the 
corner changes.

Surbiton skier Darcie Mead 
knows the meaning of deter¬ 
mination in her never-ending 
pursuit of perfection on the 
slopes. 

The 16-year-old Surbiton 
High School pupil got off her 
sickbed to become the 
youngest ever winner of the 
Lillywhite Trophy as the over¬ 
all British female champion at 
the Delancey British Alpine 
Championships.

PE and psychology. It’s chal¬ 
lenging. People who ski as a 
career do it full-time, and 
most of them drop out of 
school at 16,” she said. 

“All I want to do is ski but if 
I get sick of racing I could look 
into coaching or doing sports 
psychology at Loughborough. 

“But I love the freedom you 
have when you’re out there 
skiing, everything around you 
doesn’t matter. Being in the 
mountains makes me happy 
and probably always will.” 

It was in the mountains of 


Meribel in France that Mead 
won her latest haul of medals, 
13 in all, and it is testimony to 
her powers of recovery after 
suffering from a cold. 

“I was feeling ill in August 
but carried on training. Then, 
when I went to Austria in Oc¬ 
tober, I wasn’t skiing well and 
felt poorly,” she said. 

“It turned out I had a liver 
infection, glandular fever and 
sinusitis. It gave me chronic 
fatigue and I couldn’t get out 
of bed without feeling tired. 

“After all that, and having a 


cold going into Meribel, I wasn’t 
looking to win. I just wanted 
to have fun, so I didn’t expect 
it at all. It was amazing.” 

After competing in eight 
races, including a first in the 
junior ladies’ downhill, Mead 
accumulated 345 points to take 
the overall female prize - she 
was only 16 points short of win¬ 
ning the top prize, that went to 
Scotland’s Dougie Crawford. 

Mead said: “I definitely want 
to do the Olympics. My goal is 
to ski in Pyeong Chang in 
South Korea in 2018.”
